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Springs  and  Palm  Trees 

There  is  a  curious  little  description  of  one  of  the  resting  points  for  the  Israelites  just 
after  they  had  left  Egypt.  According  to  Exodus  15:27,  the  people  being  led  by 
Moses  came  to  a  place  called  Elim,  where  there  were  "twelve  springs  and  seventy 
palm  trees."  Now,  why  mention  the  landscaping  characteristics  of  Elim?  The 
listing  of  such  details  is  not  usual  practice  in  the  book  of  Exodus. 

I  think  the  key  to  understanding  the  significance  of  the  springs  and  palm  trees  is  in 
what  has  just  happened  with  the  Israelites.  They  have  just  escaped  the  Egyptian 
army  through  God's  miraculous  intervention  in  dividing  the  Red  Sea,  and  they 
have  just  had  a  big  fight  amongst  themselves  regarding  the  difficulties  they  are 
facing  in  the  desert.  They  are  tired,  they  are  upset,  they  are  trying  to  figure  out 
what  to  do  next,  and  they  are  doing  the  best  they  can  to  trust  Moses  and 
understand  the  vision  God  has  given  him  to  share  with  the  people. 

When  we  all  find  ourselves  in  wearing  and  uncomfortable  situations,  it  is  nice  to 
find  a  place  to  get  our  bearings,  get  some  rest,  and  in  doing  this  get  a  better 
perspective  on  things.  This  is  what  God  is  doing  for  the  Israelites!  He  is  bringing 
them  to  a  place  of  refreshment  and  rest;  a  place  where  they  can  reflect  on  what 
has  happened,  what  is  happening,  and  get  ready  for  the  challenges  coming  up. 

It  is  my  sense  that  this  is  what  we  have  just  experienced  over  this  last  year  at  Hus 
Church.  When  we  look  at  the  momentous  transformation  of  our  church,  and 
remind  ourselves  of  the  incredibly  daring  decisions  we  have  made  as  a  body  of 
Christ  together,  it  seems  God  has  given  us  some  time  to  reflect  on  where  we  are 
in  our  journey  of  faithfulness.  We  have  had  some  time  to  become  refreshed  as  we 
catch  our  breath  from  all  the  excitement  and  energy  of  the  past  several  years.  I 
also  think  this  past  year  has  enabled  us  to  gain  some  much  needed  perspective 
on  where  we  are  going  from  here,  which  will  be  absolutely  crucial  for  enabling  us 
to  face  the  challenges  that  are  coming  the  next  couple  of  years. 

So,  it  has  been  nice  this  past  year,  and  we've  all  enjoyed  the  shade  of  the  "trees" 
and  the  refreshment  of  the  "springs."  But,  we  aren't  staying  here,  for  it  is  time  to 
move  on.  We  are  facing  some  big  challenges  with  some  big  changes  in  the  next 
year,  but  God  has  given  us  a  gift  of  rest.  Rest  is  good,  but  if  we  stay  resting,  we 
will  lose  the  strength  we  have  gained.  After  all,  the  strength  is  not  for  staying  put, 
but  for  continuing  the  journey.  So,  come  on,  we've  got  some  ground  to  cover  and 
some  giants  to  defeat.  But  remember,  only  as  we  move  out  and  onward  will  we 
get  to  enjoy  more  places  of  refreshment  along  the  way.

Hi  All, 

Art  Linkletter  had  a  television  show  many  years  ago  called  "Kids  Say  The  Darnedest  Things"  that  I  loved  watching  (in  reruns  -  I'm  not 
that  old).  The  kids  that  were  on  the  show  said  some  of  the  funniest  things  and  I  was  so  happy  when  Bill  Cosby  revived  the  show.  What 
is  not  funny  is  a  quote  from  a  fourteen  year  old  student  in  the  Chicago  Tribune  who  said,  "In  a  way  it's  a  good  thing  adults  don't  know 
much  about  teens.  If  they  knew  all  about  us,  they'd  puke."  So,  as  parents,  how  much  do  we  know  about  our  kids? 

1 .  When  was  the  last  time  that  you  sat  down  as  a  family  for  a  meal  at  home? 

2.  When  was  the  last  time  you  did  something  together  as  a  family,  not  counting  holidays? 

3.  What  is  your  son(s)/daughter(s)  favorite  color? 

4.  Do  you  pray  with  your  son(s)/daughter(s)? 

5.  Do  you  pray  for  your  son(s)/daughter(s)? 

Although  I  could  take  up  the  entire  newsletter  with  questions,  I  just  wanted  to  make  a  point.  How  many  of  us  are  involved  in  our 
children's  lives?  How  many  of  us  are  involved  in  our  children's  spiritual  lives?  Many  times  as  parents  we  think  that  it  is  the  job  of  a 
youth  pastor  to  take  care  of  the  spiritual  lives  of  our  children.  The  problem  is  I  only  have  your  kids  for  an  hour  or  two  a  week  if  I  am 
lucky.  You  as  parents  on  the  other  have  much  more  time  with  your  kids.  So  what  does  this  mean?  It  means  I  want  you  to  partner  with 
me  in  getting  more  involved  in  your  children's  spiritual  lives. 

Deuteronomy  6:1-9  tells  us  who  is  responsible  for  teaching  children  (emphasis  added  is  mine): 

1  These  are  the  commands,  rules,  and  laws  that  the  Lord  your  God  told  me  to  teach  you  to  obey  in  the  land  you  are  crossing 
the  Jordan  River  to  take.  2You,  your  children,  and  your  grandchildren  must  respect  the  Lord  your  God  as  long  as  you  live. 
Obey  all  his  rules  and  commands  I  give  you  so  that  you  will  live  a  long  time.  3 Listen,  Israel,  and  carefully  obey  these  laws. 
Then  all  will  go  well  for  you,  and  you  will  become  a  great  nation  in  a  fertile  land,  just  as  the  Lord,  the  God  of  your  ancestors, 
has  promised  you. 

4Listen,  people  of  Israel!  The  Lord  our  God  is  the  only  Lord.  5Love  the  Lord  your  God  with  all  your  heart,  all  your  soul,  and  all 

your  strength.  6Always  remember  these  commands  I  give  you  today.   7Teach  them  to  your  children,  and  talk  about  them 

when  you  sit  at  home  and  walk  along  the  road,  when  you  lie  down  and  when  you  get  up.  8Write  them  down  and  tie  them 

to  your  hands  as  a  sign.  Tie  them  on  your  forehead  to  remind  you,  9and  write  them  on  your  doors  and  gates. 

In  this  passage  God  has  commanded  us  to  teach  His  commands  to  our  children.    Where  do  we  start?    We  start  by  meeting  and 

discussing  what  we  can  do  to  help  one  another.    I  will  be  sending  out  a  mailing  to  the  parents  with  more  information  in  the  coming 

weeks.  Each  parent  who  has  at  least  one  child  eligible  for  this  summer's  youth  mission  trip  should  have  already  received  a  letter  about 

a  mission  trip  planning  meeting  on  January  8,  2007  at  7:30  PM.  If  you  have  not  yet  done  so,  please  RSVP  as  soon  as  possible  so  I  can 

have  the  appropriate  material  available  for  everyone  as  I  have  gathered  a  lot  of  information  about  different  companies  that  facilitate 

mission  trips.  This  meeting  is  for  parents  to  help  decided  which  company  we  will  use,  where  we  are  going,  who  is  going,  what  we  are 

going  to  do  for  fundraising,  etc.  I  want  the  parents  to  have  a  voice  in  what  is  going  on  in  the  ministry  at  the  church,  not  just  at  home.

Studies  have  shown,  however,  that  the  greatest  share  of  disaffiliation  among  youth  occurs  before  college,  and  it  is  related  to 
how  important  religion  is  to  the  parents  [and]  the  amount  of  love  and  affection  given  a  child  (i.e.,  more  love  associated  with  a 
greater  tendency  to  affiliate).  Milton  Coalter,  Presbyterian  Church  (USA)  General  Assembly  Report  of  the  Task  Force  on 
Membership 

Nothing  has  more  power  to  influence  a  teenager's  life — for  good  or  ill — than  home  and  family.  Every  youth  ministry  hour  spent 
equipping  parents  to  nurture  faith  in  their  teenagers  is  like  giving  money  to  public  television:  your  gift  is  almost  always  doubled 
by  a  matching  grant.  Parents  will  always  out-influence  even  a  great  youth  leader,  so  it  makes  sense  to  invest  where  you'll  get 
the  best  return.
